WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.— The 
first survivor's story of the sinking 
of the American destroyer Jacob 
Jones, told by Lieut. J. K. Richards, 
was made public today by the Navy 
Department. It shows that only 
two small boats and three life rafts 
floated clear of the wreck. The 
men on these were picked up after 
seventeen hours’ exposure. 

an official summary of the lieu- 
tenant’s account follows: — 

“Lieut. Richards says the de- 
stroyer was proceeding toward port 
after holding target practice, when, 
at 4:20 p.m., a torpedo was sighted 
by the lookout. The commanding 
officer, stationed on the bridge, or- 
dered the rudder hard right and en- 
gines full steam ahead. The tor- 
pedo. struck the ship on the star- 
board side, abreast of torpedo tube 
No. 3% This tube, with torpedoes, 
was blown 200 feet into the air. The 
radio was wrecked and the main- 
mast brought down.

siatant police surgeon, tested the in- 
gredients of breakfast biscuit sam- 
ples, which were distributed in the 
residence district yesterday, and 
gave it as his opinion that one piece 
of practically every biscuit the size 
of a pea is sharp-edged red glass. 

Dr. Stadfield made the test at the 
request of Police Detective J. B. 
Bean, who received the biscuit 
from E. L. Caress of the Potter 
apartments, No. 1237 South Alva- 
rado__—_—sstreet. Detective Bean 
thought it wise to have,the ingredi.- 
ents tested before morning, because 
the breakfast food samples have 
been scattered broadcast in the 
city, and he believed that the pub- 
lic should be warned of possible 
danger. 

During the evening no less than 
400 people telephoned to police of- 
ficials saying that they Were suus- 
picious of sample biscuits, which 
had been left at thelr doors. At 


| least 100 people said they had found 


what they believed.to be pieces of 
red glass in the samples. At 8 
o'clock Mr. Caress arrived at the de- 
tective bureau with a carton of bran 
biscuit, which had been Jeft in his

FIND JAGGED GLASS. 

Detective Bean, in the presence 
of Chauffeur H. J. Farrant, Stenog- 
rapher R. Garrett and Mr. Caress, 
crumbled the sample on a sheet of 
paper, and found in the center of 
the biscuit a red substance which 
appeared to. a jagged piece of 
beer bottle. It was then that the 
contents of the carton were 
nrc conveyed to the Receiving Hos- 
Pp 

Dr. Stadfield ‘spread all of the gub- 
stance from the package upon 4 
sheet of white paper, and then ap- 
Plied the nitric acid test to the red 
substance. It did not dissolve. When 
it was teated in a flame it remained 
intact. Other particles from the 
sample softened and dissolved under 
the influence of the acid, and burned 
freely in the fire. The doctor ex- 
pressed the opinion that the biscuit 
was probably made largely of bran 
and molasses or some other sugary 
substance. In regard to the hard,.red 
substance, he said 

“Tt don’t think there is a particle 
of doubt but that the foreign sub- 
stance is a sharp piece of red glass.
